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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because current informal drawings do not clearly identify all elements with sufficient 
clarity. For example, figure 1 includes element labels such as 180 that are crossed over by a line 
of the drawing obscuring its readability. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a 
competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no 
longer prepares new drawings.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-38 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of a flat panel display including a cold cathode, an anode portion opposite the cold cathode 
where the anode portion is controlled by a TFT circuit including cascading transistors and a 
capacitor connected between the output of the first and second transistors. 

Regarding claims 2-22, claims 2-22 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 
because of their dependency status from claim 1. 
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Regarding claim 23, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 23, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of a flat panel display including a cold cathode, an anode portion opposite the cold cathode 
where the anode portion is controlled by a TFT circuit including cascading transistors and a 
capacitor connected between the output of the first and second transistors. 

Regarding claims 24-37, claims 24-37 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 23 
because of their dependency status from claim 23. 

Regarding claim 38, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 38, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of a flat panel display including a cold cathode, an anode portion opposite the cold cathode 
where the anode portion is controlled by a TFT circuit including cascading transistors and a 
capacitor connected between the output of the first and second transistors.
